Bude  Is  a Seaside  resort,  with  good 
facilities  for  Visitors^  on  vjhich  in 
normal  times  it  depends.  During  the  year 
many  evacuated  children  returned  to  their 
homes.  There  are  t?»ro  Hostels,  one  at  Bude 
and  one  at  Stratton,  for  evacuated  children 
not  in  billets  or  suffering  from  minor 
complaints.  During  the  year  there  were 
many  American  Soldiers  in  the  Bude  '7ard, 
There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic. 
Influenza  of  a mild  type  was  -orevalent  in 
the  Pinter.
